dences What strikes the stranger 
mosi stongty in the Edmonton dis- 
trict are the numerous apenings 10; 
old mines in the river banks. In past 
years prospectors dug holes in the 
banks durinz the winter and took 
out coal, They made no pretence at 
proper mining, for the land, in the 
majority of cases, did not belong to 
them. These excavations through time 
caused land shdes, closing up the 
mouth of the mine and the wrk 
would stop. A practical miner in this 
district says that coal will not be 
mined to proper advantage until shafts 
are sunk and the coal raised to the 
surface. This wiil add slightly to the 
cost of mining but will abundantly pay 
for the necessary extra work. Seams 
of coal of varymz thickness may be 
seen all along the banks, which are 
prettily weoded. but in places are de- 
facecd by Jand shdes which have, and 
are now occur7ing at constant inter- 
vals. Tbe sand bars upon which ihe 
old gold dredges worked were point- 
ed out and the tallings thrown out by 
the dredges ain washing the river bot- 
tom for zold. jn thirty minutes from 
the iime of starting we had reached 
our destination, Lindsay and Daly's 
coal mine. +o which we bad gone to 
get a scow hoad of coal . Delay was 
made long enough to permit of a visit 
to the mine which is leased and is now 
beinz worked by Mr. J. Steward, for- 
merly of the Lake of the Woods dis 
trict. » 4 La 1 ne le, 


A trip ibrough the mine, especially 
if it is a new experience, is very inter- 
esiing. Taking candles in our hands 
at the mouth of the mine and stooping 
we make vur way along the tunnel. 
Soon the roof rises and we are able 
to stand upright. Examining (he walls 
of the passageway, we find them com- 
posed of coal, the whole surface of 
which is covered wih dripping, ice-cold 
water . Svon vranches open up from 
tbe mam tunnel. Following these in 
we come to old and werked out cham- 
bers. for the mine has been in opera- 
tion for several years. At present 
three branches are being worked, the 
mine having mow a capacity of two 
hundred tons a day, although the ‘oz- 
en men who work in the mipe only 
take out about forty tons a dav. The 
.-am of coal 1s of an exceptionally fine 
character and 1 from six to eight 
feet thick where it is at present be- 
ing worked . The longest iunnel into 
the mine is one hundred and seventy- 
five feet long. A small tramway is 
laid on the ficor of ibe mine on which 
the coal cars are run out. From the 
mouth of the mime“ tresile work, five 
hundred and. tweniy feet jong, is 
built. over which the cars run. At 
the end of the ‘trestle work is a slid- 
ing dump vsed for lording the coal 
onto scow’. The oviput of the mine 
could be greally increased if! scows 
could be obtained move easily. This 
difficulty will be largely obviated when 
steamers will be pul on the river next
